Direct Relief Favored 
The Talbot-Turner group, agree­

Of Thaddeus Stevens’ 
Furnace Among Treasures 
Of Forest Academy 
Church. 


The Right Rev. Wyatt Brown. 
D. D., bishop of the Harrisburg dio­ 
cese of tile Episcopal church, will 
visit Old Emmanuel chapel, a land­ 
mark in Mont Alto. Friday evening. 
July 8, at C o’clock standard time. 
The bishop will admlnster confir­ 
mation and preach. 
Emmanuel chapel was erected In 
1854, 'and is located at the foot of 
the campus of the state forestry 
school in Mont Alto. 
On account 
I of its quaint appearance and pic­ 
turesque setting, it is a mecca for 
tourists and artists. 
It is built of 
local stone, with a high pitched 
roof, and its architecture gives it 
an 
almost 
medieval 
appearance. 
The first vicar of the chapel was 
the late Right Rev. Henry Codman 
Potter, D. D., seventh bishop of the 
New York diocese of the Episcopal 
church, and founder of the Cathe­ 
dral of St. John the Divine. A bust 
of the bishop stands in the chancel 
of the chapel. 
John Brow’n, of Osawatomie, and 
pre-Civil war fame, attended Em­ 
manuel chapel while a resident of 
Chambersburg and the vicinity. The 
Sunday before leaving for Harpers 
Ferry he received communion from 
the vicar, the late Rev. 
William 
Heaton.

John Cook, one of John Brown’s 
leading officers, was captured in the 
churchyard of Emmanuel chapel by 
Fitzbaugh and Daniel Logan.

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Many companies have maintained and even 
increased their earnings by consistent news­ 
paper advertising, the American Newspaper 
Publishers* association said today in an­ 
nouncing the results of a survey by its 
bureau of advertising. 
One automobile concern which increased 
its newspaper budget 33 per cent, the bureau 
announced, showed a 40 per cent increase in 
earnings during 1931. 
A m anufacturer of 
electrical refrigerators spent $200,000 last 
year in newspaper space, and dollar sales for 
the year were 460 per cent of sales in 1930. 
Of four leading tobacco m anufacturers 
who increased newspaper space in 1931, 
three showed an increase in earnings and one 
a slight decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures of these 
four companies in newspaper advertising 
were increased from $20,000,000 in 1930 to 
$26,000,000 in 1931, and aggregate earnings 
Increased from $105,200,000 to $111,300,000. 
On the other hand, the bureau said that 
four tobacco companies which decreased 
their aggregate investment in newspaper 
space in 1931 showed a 45 per cent decline in 
combfhed net earnings.
